Agriculturallnstruction 

An insight into the progress that is 
being made in agricultural instruc¬ 
tion, both for adults and juniors, is 
to be gathered from the report on the 
Agricultural Instruction act for 1919- 
20, recently submitted to the Dominion 
parliament. Under this act $1,100,- 
000 is now divided annually between 
the nine provinces of Canada with a 
view of aiding and advancing the 
farming industry. That the objects 
sought are being attained is shown 
by the review of the situation re¬ 
view of the situation regarding agri¬ 
cultural instruction as it now exists 
in this country. Schools have been 
established, colleges extended and 
brought hearer to the farmer, re¬ 
search has been greatly encouraged, 
the agricultural representative sys¬ 
tem has been aided and fostered, home 
life improved, school rairs have - been 
wrought into every branch of agricul¬ 
ture and domestic science has been 


Manufacturers, wholesalers and re¬ 
tailers have been conferring at Tor¬ 
onto as to what point in the process 
of trade the Government should ap¬ 
ply its ta:^ on business. That such 
taxation will have to be continued is 
taken for granted. The treasury 
must have revenue, by the hundred 
millions, and the toll has to be taken 
somewhere.

Gopher Poisoning 

1921 

The Council of the Municipality are 
spending considerable money each 
year for poison for the destruction of 
money, they consider that it should 
be spent in such manner as to kill 
the most Gophers. 

It is of no use for the council to get 
a supply of poison and have it used 
when the poisoners think they have 
time to put it out,. This system is 
absolute waste cf money, and as it 
your money the council ask that the 
Gophers will be poisoned as soon in 
the spring as they start to come out, 
and that another dose could be set out 
about two weeks after the first with 
good effect. 

If any quarters are poisoned by a . 
ratepayer and those adjoining are not 
poisoned in reasonable time by the 
ones whom should poison them, the 
council ask that the location of the 
unpoisoned quarters be given to the 
councillor of the division in which 
they are in,these lands will then be 
liable to be entered upon and the poi¬ 
son laid and charged to the owner as 
are company lands. 

The poison for this year is now on 
hand and will be ready when the time 
comes to lay it out.

There is an unfailing market in the 
Old Country for our chilled beef, just as 
there is, and has been for j years, for the 
New Zealand and Autraiiau mutton. This 
comes half way round the globe, through 
equatorial waters and arrives in a perfect 
condition. Our chilled beef would have a 
shorter and cooler haul. 

Other arguments favoring a chilled 
beef trade are found in the lack of deterior¬ 
ation of the living animal, the reduced bill 
for ocean tonnage- and generally decreased 
marketing costs.

Lumber Prices Drop 
Thirty Per Cent Lately 

During the past few weeks lumber 
prices have dropped about 30 per¬ 
cent. and are now about two-thirds 
the price of a year ago. Several cuts 
in prices have taken place 1 recently 
with the result that the most recent 
decrease has placed • prices on a very 
low level when, compared with prices 
last season. 

Taking- dimension as a basis the 
price has come down about $16 a 
thousand and if the freight rates were 
again at the old figure it would come 
down still another $6, however, this 
latter is not looked for at present. 
And without a lowering of freight 
rates it is bejicved lumber has now 
hit the bottom for some time to come. 
Prices of logs at the coast are down 
to. about pre-war levels, but labor 
schedules and machinery, freight rates 
and supplies are all much higher than 
in the old days.
